During  this   period  17^4-1  persons   were   received   on 
probation;    2li6   from  Superior   Court,    and  li|95  from  Municipal 
Court.

TO  THE,  HONORABLE  JUDGES  OP  THE 
SUPERIOR  AND  MUNICIPAL  COURTS : 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Adult  Probation  Department  for 
the  fiscal  year  19i].8/l9l|-9  is  herewith  submitted: 

A  review  of  the  costs  of  maintaining  the  Adult  Probation 
Department  over  the  past  five  years  shows  that  the  depart- 
ment is  practically  self-sustaining,  not  alone  in  the  amount 
of  money  refunded  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  but  also  of  the  fact  that  a  large  number 
of  probationers  are  supporting  themselves  and  their  families 
instead  of  being  a  burden  on  the  community.   During  the 
year  probationers  under  supervision  earned  approximately  the 
sum  of  $5,000,000.00,  and  over  ^50,000,00  was  turned  in  to 
City  and  County  in  fines. 

In  Superior  Court,  the  work  has  more  than  doubled  during 
the  past  five  years;  figures  indicate  a  rising  trend  in  the 
number  of  applicants,  also  in  the  number  denied  probation. 

In  Municipal  Court,  figures  indicate  a  substantial  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  referred  on  probation;  there  is  also 
a  noticeably  large  increase  in  cases  for  collection  of  fines, 
and  restitution.   Case  loads  of  probation  officers  working 
in  the  Municipal  Court  -  averaging  over  three  hundred  each  - 
arc  so  excessive  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  greater 
collection  of  fund3. 

During  the  past  five  years,  the  Adult  Probation  Department 
has  operated  under  a  very  low  cost  budget,  which  has  proved 
to  be  a  very  serious  handicap  in  performing  the  necessary 
work.   In  order  to  effect  closer  supervision  and  extend 
probation  services  in  a  growing  city  of  this  size,  more 
personnel  should  be  provided.   Case  loads  should  bo  lowered 
in  order  that  more  offcefcive  work  can  be  done.   To  remedy 
deficiencies  presently  existing  in  the  probation  setup  is 
not  only  to  improve  the  total  community  welfare  through 
effective  and  extended  probation  services,  but  in  the  long 
run  this  effects  a  huge  saving  of  public  funds  as  well. 

At  the  present  writing,  San  Francisco's  new  clinic  for 
alcoholics  is  due  to  open  shortly,  which  will  necessitate 
the  services  of  a  probation  officer  with  clerical  help. 
This  is  an  intelligent  way  of  dealing  with  alcoholics  -  to 
try  to  rehabilitate  them  r  thor  than  punish  them. 
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An  increase  in  the  amount  of  revocations  made  may  be 
attributed  to  increasing  judicial  and  public  confidence 
in  probation  techniques,  where  offenders  whose  eligibility 
for  probation  might  be  considered  marginal  arc  being 
referred  for  probationary  supervision.   These  offenders, 
usually  with  more  intensified  personal  and  social  problems, 
represent  a  challenge  which  the  probation  system  must 
accept  if  it  is  to  continue  its  growth  and  improve  its 
techniques.   It  therefore  becomes  imperative  for  probation 
administrators  to  take  time  to  take  stock.   Methods  and 
procedures  must  be  tested  for  efficiency  and  validity. 
Weaknesses  must  be  recognized  frankly  in  organizational 
structure  and  must  be  remedied,  for  only  with  a  frank 
appraisal  will  the  probation  system  be  in  a  position  to 
meet  the  ever-increasing  responsibility  for  service  to  the 
community  and  to  the  individuals  entrusted  to  its  supervision. 

A  reorganization  of  the  probation  system  should  include  the 
following: 

1.  Increasing  the  number  of  personnel  to  properly 
handle  case  loads. 

2.  Extension  of  probation  services  to  all  municipal 
departments  and  courts. 

3.  Keeping  more  probation  reports  and  records. 

if.  Closer  contact  between  probation  officer  and 
probationer. 

5.  A  more  generous  budget  to  take  care  of  ever- increasing 
needs. 

To  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  and  Municipal  Courts,  without 
whose  generous  assistance  and  sympathetic  understanding  we 
could  not  have  met  and  solved  problems  inherent  to  tho 
administration  of  probation,  we  extend  our  sincere 
appreciation.

Copies  of  this  report  will  be  provided  to  members  of  the  Adult 
Probation  Committee;  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  the 
California  Youth  Authority,  and  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  and 
Municipal  Courts,  who  have  referred  offenders  to  the  Probation 
Department  for  investigation  and  supervision  during  the  year. 

An  analysis  of  the  costs  of  maintaining  the  Adult  Probation  De- 
partment shows  the  department  is  practically  self-sustaining; 
over  $50,000.00  was  turned  in  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City 
and  County  in  fines  collected,  and  during  this  period  2,200 
probationers  supported  themselves  and  their  dependents.  During 
the  year  probationers  earned  approximately  $3 , 000, 000. 00. 

Investigations  handled  by  the  department  during  the  year  total 
4,000.  Cases  referred  by  the  courts  show  an  increase  over  the 
past  year.  Case  loads  per  officer  during  the  year  averaged 
250  per  supervising  officer.   Additional  functions  arising 
from  legislative  enactment  and  constantly  increasing  case  loads 
have  curtailed  to  a  large  extent  our  field  work  and  home  visits, 
which  is  a  most  important  phase  of  probation,  practices. 

Requests  for  additional  personnel  to  handle  the  increased  work 
of  the  department  have  met  with  some  success.   A  survey  was 
made  of  the  department's  needs  for  personnel,  and  the  facts 
resulting  from  this  survey  were  presented  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors who,  recognizing  our  need  for  additional  help,  allowed 
four  officers  and  two  clerks  for  the  ensuing  year.  Should  more 
personnel  be  added  in  the  ensuing  years,  it  will  be  possible  to 
lower  case  loads  so  that  more  effective  work  can  be  accomplished. 
The  first  step  in  a  reorganization  of  the  probation  system 
should  be  to  increase  the  number  of  personnel  to  properly  handle 
case  loads. 

In  order  to  gain  a  complete  understanding  of  the  personnel  re- 
quirements of  the  Adult  Probation  Department,  the  National 
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Probation  and  Parole  Association  represented  by  Mr.  John  Schapps 
and  Mr.  Milton  Rector  in  January,  1950,  made  an  exhaustive  sur- 
vey of  the  activities  of  the  department.  Copies  of  this  survey 
were  distributed  to  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  and  Municipal 
Courts 5  also  to  all  interested  city  officials.   This  report  was 
not  so  much  to  verify  the  understaffing  of  the  department  as  it 
was  to  report  on  its  extent  and  to  specify  the  numbers  and  types 
of  positions  required  for  orderly  expansion. 

The  before-mentioned  survey  was  carried  out  by  request  of  the 
Chief  Adult  Probation  Officer  in  order  to  acquaint  the  community 
with  the  limitations  and  deficiencies  in  adult  probation  work  as 
performed  by  his  department  in  order  to  bring  about  improved  ef- 
ficiency and  effectiveness  in  this  important  public  service  in 
the  field  of  crime  and  corrections.   At  this  time,  the  Chief 
Adult  Probation  Officer  wishes  to  acknowledge  to  Mr.  John  Schapps 
and  Mr,  Milton  Rector  of  the  National  Probation  and  Parole  Asso- 
ciation a  vote  of  thanks  for  their  time  and  skill  in  making  this 
detailed  survey  of  the  department,  which  incidentally  was  per- 
formed without  cost  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
This  survey  should  serve  as  a  "measuring  stick"  for  the  Personnel 
Requirements  of  the  Adult  Probation  Department  over  the  ensuing 
five  years. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  with  sincere  appreciation  the  splendid 
assistance  and  cooperation  extended  the  Adult  Probation  Depart- 
ment by  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  and  Municipal  Courts,  the 
Press,  the  District  Attorney,  the  Police  Department,  and  other 
private  and  public  agencies,  whose  sympathetic  understanding  has 
helped  us  to  meet  and  solve  problems  in  the  administration  of 
probation.

The  activities  of  the  Adult  Probation  Department  cover 
a  large  field  in  the  administration  of  probation  in 
this  community o  Listed  below  are  some  of  the  activities 
of  the  department,  which  are  not  contained  in  other 
pages  of  this  report: 


During  the  year,  probationers  placed  on  pro- 
bation were  responsible  for  the  support  of  approximately 
600  adults  and  S00  children  per  month,  besides  earning 
their  own  support.   The  average  earnings  of  probation- 
ers in  this  period  was  well  over  $3, 000, 000.00 . 

An  average  of  six  investigations  per  month 
were  made  for  other  jurisdictions. 


Interviews  averaged  approximately  100  per 
month  per  supervising  officer. 


The  number  actively  reporting  per  month  was 
approximately  450  from  San' Francisco,  115  from  the  Bay 
area,  70  from  out  of  state,  and  250  by  mail. 


Telephone  calls  handled  by  supervising  offi- 
cers averaged  twenty  per  day;  out  -of -town  calls  were 
about  ten  per  month. 


Overtime  worked  by  the  department  during  the 
year  amounted  to  250  man-hours  which  was  paid  at  over- 
time rates.   Other  overtime  amounting  to  100  man-hours 
was  compensated  for  at  equal  time  off.

SUPERIOR  hND  MUNICIPAL  COURTS: 


The  Annual  Report  of  the  Adult  Probation  Department  for 
the  fiscal  year  1950-1951  is  presented  herewith. 

This  report  shows  comparisons  of  work  performance  during 
the  past  five  years,  a  study  of  which  clearly  indicates 
there  is  a  constantly  increasing  trend  in  the  activities 
of  the  department^  this  should  provide  a  sound  basis  to 
evaluate  the  needs  of  the  department  to  function  properly 
in  the  administration  of  probation. 

In  the  past  year  over  !;;>235>000.00  has  been  collected,  of 
which  |83,000.00  was  turned  in  to  the  general  fund  of  the 
City  and  County.  This  is  an  increase  over  the  preceding 
year  of  $50,000e00,  or  approximately  28$.   A  large  backlog 
of  fines  and  restitution  remains  to  be  collected,  but  with 
our  present  limited  staff  it  is  impossible  to  keep  pace  with 
this  ever-growing  phase  of  probation.   In  a  purely  monetary 
sense  the  community  profits  from  probationers  who,  as  a  con- 
dition of  probation,  pay  fines  and  make  restitution  for  dam- 
ages and  losses  of  their  57ictims, 

During  the  year  an  average  number  of  2300  probationers 
supported  themselves  and  their  dependents,  earning  well 
over  05*000,000.00.   Funds  collected  for  support  of  minor 
children,  indigent  spouses  and  indigent  parents  totalled 
$99,813.58.   Of  the  total  number  of  support  cases  handled 
5270  were  complete  public  welfare  charges  at  the  time  of 
referral.   Due  to  such  collections  some  defendants  were 
made  assume  full  support  of  their  families;  as  a  result 
these  families  were  taken  off  the  welfare  rolls.   In  other 
cases,  the  defendant's  contributions  promdod  for  the  cost 
of  child  care  thus  enabling  his  spouse  to  return  to  work, 
thereby  removing  the  need  for  public  aid.  In  other  instances 
contributions  were  such  that  only  partial  supplementation 
was  needed  from  the  Welfare  Department.   Prom  the  foregoing, 
it  is  quite  evident  the  savings  to  the  taxpayers  far  exceeds 
the  actual  amount  collected  on  these  support  cases. 

The  present  case  load  of  177  probationers  per  supervising 
officer  is  more  than  twice  the  capacity  of  any  probation 
officer  for  proper  work  performance  and  effective  super- 
vision, according  to  nationally  recognized  standards  for 
such  work. 
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There  were  l+j.295  investigations  last  year;  this  is  a 
large  volume  of  work  and  is  more  than  sufficient  to  keep 
the  present  staff  busy  full  time  if  these  investigations 
arc  to  be  thorough  and  accurate.   However,  in  addition, 
probation  officers  arc  responsible  for  the  supervision 
of  2300  probationers  at  present.   Supervision  has  been 
called  "the  heart  of  probation.".   With  the  present 
investigation  load  so  excessive,  the  department  is  not 
properly  staffed  to  provide  adequate  or  thorough  super- 
vision. 

Approximately  one-half  of  the  investigations  handled  by 
the  department  were  pre-sentence,  investigations .   These 
investigations  provide  an  invaluable  fund  of  information 
from  which  the  courts  may  draw  to  determine  whether  society 
and  the  individual  can  best  be  served  by  the  incarceration 
cf  the  offender  or  by  his  release  on  probation  under  the 
supervision  of  the  probation  department.   Essentials  of 
the  pre-sentence  investigation  include  a  thorough  check 
into  the  prior  criminal  and  social  history  of  the  defend- 
ant to  determine  all  positive  and  negative  elements  of  his 
makeup  which  might  militate  for  or  against  his  successful 
rehabilitation  on  probation.   Gathering  such  information 
takes  time  and  requires  the  probation  officer's  knowledge 
and  the  use  of  many  community  resources  and  facilities  in 
addition  to  personal  contacts  with  the  offender,  his  family 
and  envi  r onment . 

For  many  years,  the  department  has  been  operated  on  a  very 
low  cost  budget.   Time  and  again  it  has  been  found  necess- 
ary to  apply  for  supplemental  appropriations  in  order  to 
carry  on  the  normal  operations  of  the  department.   At 
budget  time,  requests  for  badly  needed  supplies  and  equip- 
ment are  trimmed  to  such  an  extont  that  roiitinc  office 
procedure  is  at  times  greatly  hampered.   It  often  occurs 
that  sufficient  stenographic  help  is  not  available  to 
officers  who  have  a  limited  time  to  prepare  reports  to 
present  at  court.   Sufficient  funds  to  purchase  dictaphone 
equipment  would  facilitate  this  phase  of  the  work. 

The  department  at  present  has  two  automobiles,  one  of 
which  is  used  by  a  police  officer  assigned  to  the  depart- 
ment to  serve  bench  warrants,  and  contact  probationers  not 
cooperating  with  the  probation  officer.   There  is  only  one 
other  machine  for  use  of  the  Chief  Probation  Officer  and 
fifteen  assistants.   Field  visits  therefore  have  to  be 
curtailed  to  a  minimum.   Another  automobile  would  help 
in  accommodating  members  of  the  staff. 
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The  accounting  for  all  monies  handled  by  the  depart- 
ment requires  a  great  deal  of  paper  work,  and  in  volume 
exceeds  the  capacity  of  any  one  person.   With  collections 
increasing  it  is  only  proper  to  request  the  services  of 
an  additional  bookkeeper. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year,  four  officers  and  two  steno- 
graphers were  allowed  the  department  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.   This  has  been  the  first  major 
addition  to  the  staff  in  thirty  years,  although  the  work 
has  been  increasing  proportionately  with  the  growth  of 
the  city.   To  remedy  the  deficiencies  existing  in  the 
probation  setup  improves  the  total  community  welfare 
through  extended  probation  services,  thus  effecting  a 
huge  saving  of  public  funds. 

The  Judges  of  the  Superior  and  Municipal  Courts  have 
voiced  their  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  depart- 
ment as  one  of  the  most  useful  tools  of  the  court  in 
arriving  at  an  equitable  disposition  in  each  individual 
case,  and  wo  wish  to  acknowledge  their  splendid 
cooperation.   We  also  wish  to  acknowledge  with  sincere 
appreciation  the  assistance  and  cooperation  extended  by 
the  Mayor,  Board  cf  Supervisors,  the  Press,  District 
Attorney,  the  Police  Department  and  other  private  and 
public  agencies  who  helped  us  in  the  administration  of 
probation.

Revocations  during  the  past  year  show  a  large  increase 
in  the  Municipal  Courts.  This  is  due  to  more  intensive 
case  work  performed  by  the  officers  handling  these 
cases;  also  during  the  past  year  the  staff  has  been 
increased  in  the  Municipal  Court,  resulting  in  better 
follow-up  and  more  thorough  supervision  of  probationers. 

Revocations  in  the  Womens  Court,  Municipal  Court  Dept. 
10A,  has  always  been  high,  as  strict  supervision  is 
necessary  for  female  offenders  handled  in  this 
department.  This  department  of  the  Municipal  Court  is 
coordinated  with  the  Health  Service  Program  and  the 
Venereal  Disease  Clinic. 
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MISCELLANEOUS  STATISTICS 


Miscellaneous  activities  of  the  Adult  Probation 
Department  are  a  time-consuming  factor  in  the 
administration  of  probation  in  this  community.   As 
these  activities  are  not  contained  in  other  pages  of 
this  report,  they  are  listed  belows 

During  the  year,  probationers  placed  on  probation  were 
responsible  for  the  support  of  approximately  600  adults 
and  500  children  per  month,  besides  earning  their  own 
support. 

An  average  of  eight  investigations  per  month  was  made 
for  jurisdictions  outside  this  county. 

Interviews  averaged  approximately  180  per  month  per 
probation  officer. 

The  number  actively  reporting  per  month  was 
approximately  600  from  San  Francisco,  150  from  the  Bay 
Area,  70  from  out  of  State,  and  275  by  mail. 

Out-of-town  calls  averaged  about  a  dozen  per  month,  and 
office  call-ins  about  thirty  per  day  per  officer. 

Field  visits  averaged  about  l*f  per  month;  this  phase  of 
the  work  had  to  be  curtailed  on  account  of  having 
insufficient  help  to  carry  on  the  normal  functions  of 
the  department. 

Overtime  worked  by  the  department  during  the  year  was 
250  man-hours  paid  at  overtime  rates.   Other  overtime 
amounting  to  150  man-hours  was  compensated  for  at 
equal  time  off. 

During  the  year  our  stock  of  materials  and  supplies 
was  exhausted  and  it  was  necessary  to  ask  for  $500.00 
in  supplemental  appropriations  to  carry  on  the  work.

The  branch  office  of  the  Adult  Probation  Department  was  opened  in 
19^3  to  serve  the  newly  established  Separate  V/omen's  Court.   The 
staff  consists  of  two  Probation  Officers,  one  senior,  one  assistant, 
and  two  stenographers.  The  functions  of  the  Probation  Officers  in 
this  division  vary  from  the  work  of  the  other  Probation  Officers  in 
the  Department  in  that  they  do  a  pre-trial  investigation  of  all  per- 
sons brought  before  Department  10a  of  the  Municipal  Court  on  charges 
involving  promiscuous  sexual  behavior  and  or  prostitution.  The 
Court  in  this  instance  has  accepted  a  responsibility  to  the  com- 
munity and  to  the  defendant  and  has  placed  a  large  part  of  this 
responsibility  with  the  Probation  Officer  by  providing  the  authority 
to  make  this  particular  type  of  investigation.  The  Court  derives 
its  power  to  request  such  help  from  the  Probation  Officer  under  Sec- 
tion 131.3  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 

The  Probation  Officers  in  this  division  attempt  to  meet  the  respons- 
ibility passed  on  to  them  in  three  ways:   (1)  by  helping  the 
defendant  see  her  own  situation  clearly;  (2)  by  helping  the  defendant 
accept  responsibility  for  her  own  behavior;  and  (3)  by  working  out  a 
plan  with  the  defendant  which  will  make  it  unnecessary  for  her  to 
leave  jail  and  return  to  the  same  situation  which  brought  about  her 
original  arrest.  These  plans  are  worked  out  prior  to  the  time  of 
the  hearing  and  the  services  of  the  Probation  Officer  are  not  res- 
tricted to  those  placed  on  probation,  or  even  found  guilty.  Actu- 
ally there  is  little  difference  between  the  services  available  to  a 
defendant  who  has  been  placed  on  probation  and  one  against  whom  all 
of  the  charges  have  been  dismissed.   For  this  reason  it  is  possible 
that  the  greatest  amount  of  preventive  work  is  done  with  defendants 
where  criminal  charges  have  been  dismissed  but  where  the  social 
problem  remains.   The  intensive  personal  attention  given  to  the 
defendants  results  in  a  large  number  of  them  being  returned  to 
their  homes  or  places  of  legal  residence  and  those  who  are  found  to 
be  mentally  ill  or  mentally  handicapped  are  committed  to  state 
institutions  established  to  care  for  them. 

A  comparative  study  of  the  statistics  kept  by  the  Adult  Probation 
Department  since  19*+3  indicates  that  although  the  number  of  defen- 
dants has  decreased  somewhat  since  the  peak  year  of  19^6  the 
average  monthly  investigations  has  consistently  equaled  the  year 
191+l+  and  almost  equaled  the  year  19*+5»   It  was  at  that  time  that 
the  problem  was  considered  acute  in  San  Francisco,  and  it  is 
apparent  that  the  problem  has  continued  to  remain  a  serious  one. 
Statistics  also  indicate  that  the  largest  number  of  persons  appear- 
ing before  this  Court  are  under  25  years  of  age.   Statistically 
other  aspects  of  the  program  could  be  shown.  However,  the  emphasis 
here  is  the  aid  to  the  defendant  in  the  solution  of  her  problems  so 
that  she  may  become  acceptable  to,  and  accepted  by  society,  and 
this  cannot  be  measured  in  terms  of  dollars  and  cents. 
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With  the  current  emphasis  being  placed  on  the  tremendous  number  of 
young  persons  involved  in  narcotics,  it  is  obvious  that  the  indi- 
vidual attention  given  to  each  of  the  defendants  is  important  in 
controlling  the  narcotic  traffic.  During  the  time  the  defendants 
are  in  custody  they  are  under  fairly  close  observation,  and  it  is 
possible  to  detect  many  narcotic  users  as  well  as  recruits  in  the 
field  of  prostitution  who  would  not  otherwise  be  detected  during 
the  regular  court  procedure  until  it  is  too  late  to  help  them. 
Although  tie  emphasis  is  on  service,  the  work  of  the  Probation 
Officer  results  in  the  Court  being  fully  informed  of  the  activities 
of  the  defendant  before  the  Court  for  sentence,  and  it  is  therefore 
an  essential  tool  in  the  control  of  prostitution  and  narcotic 
traffic.

TO  THE  HONORABLE  JUDGES  OF  THE 
SUPERIOR  AND  .MUNICIPAL  COURTS: 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Adult  Probation  Department  for  the  fiscal 
year  1951-1952  is  presented  herewith. 

An  average  of  2500  probationers  supported  themselves  and  their 
dependents,  earning  approximately  §6, 000, 000. 00.   Funds  collected 
for  support  of  minor  children,  indigent  spouses  and  indigent 
parents  totalled  $118,365.29.   Of  the  total  number  of  support 
cases  handled  52%  were  complete  public  welfare  charges  at  the  time 
of  referral.   Due  to  such  collections  some  defendants  were  made  to 
assume  full  support  of  their  families,  which  were  taken  off  the 
welfare  rolls.   In  other  cases,  the  defendant's  contributions 
provided  for  the  cost  of  child  care  thus  enabling  his  spouse  to 
return  to  work,  thereby  removing  the  need  for  public  aid.    In 
other  instances,  contributions  were  such  that  only  partial 
supplementation  was  needed  from  the  Welfare  Department.   It  is 
quite  evident  the  savings  to  the  taxpayers  far  exceeds  the  actual 
amount  collected  on  these  support  cases.   The  fact  that  many 
probationers'  families  would  be  forced  to  seek  financial 
assistance  elsewhere  if  the  wage  earner  were  incarcerated  at 
additional  public  expense,  proves  the  economy  of  probation  in 
terms  of  monetary  values. 

During  the  year  over  ^290,000.00  has  been  collected,  of  which 
§87,000.00  was  turned  in  to  the  general  fund  of  the  City  and 
County.   This  is  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  $55,r>00.00 
or  approximately  23%.   An  ever-mounting  backlog  of  fines  and 
restitution  remains  to  be  collected — this  phase  of  probation  is 
growing  so  fast  that  probation  officers  have  to  devote  their  time 
almost  exclusively  to  collecting  funds  to  the  detriment  of  their 
other  important  duties. 

An  analysis  of  the  work-load  performed  by  this  department  over  the 
past  five  years  clearly  indicates  an  increase  of  such  proportions 
that  the  activities  of  the  department  have  more  than  doubled 
during  this  period.    It  can  be  readily  understood  that  such 
pressure  of  work  might  well  preclude  other  than  superficial 
performance  of  work,  however,  despite  this  fact,  the  present  staff 
has  been  performing  the  assignments  in  a  creditable  manner  under 
these  adverse  circumstances. 
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The  present  case  load  of  187  probationers  per  supervising  officer 
is  more  than  double  the  capacity  of  any  probation  officer  for 
effective  supervision. 

There  were  4, #04  investigations  last  year — an  increase  cf  12$  over 
the  preceding  year.   In  addition  to  handling  these  investigations 
probation  officers  are  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  2500 
probationers. 

The  investigation  services  of  the  probation  department  provide  an 
invaluable  fund  of  information  from  which  the  courts  may  draw  to 
determine  whether  society  and  the  individual  can  best  be  served 
by  the  incarceration  of  the  offender  or  by  his  release  on 
probation  under  supervision  of  the  probation  department. 
Essentials  of  the  pre-sentence  investigation  include  a  thorough 
check  into  the  prior  criminal  and  social  history  of  the  defendant 
to  determine  all  positive  and  negative  elements  of  his  makeup 
which  might  militate  for  or  against  his  successful  rehabilitatirn 
on  probation.  Gathering  such  information  is  time  taking  and 
requires  the  probation  officer's  knowledge  and  use  of  many 
community  resources  and  facilities  in  addition  to  personal 
contacts  with  the  offender,  his  family,  and  his  environmental 
situation.   Clearing  with  other  social  agencies  who  have  known  the 
defendant  or  his  family  can  provide  much  helpful  information. 
Interviews  with  the  offender  for  the  purpose  of  evaluating  ■.  / 
personality  and  attitudes  often  indicate  a  need  for  specialized 
assistance  and  studies. 

The  present  volume  of  pre-sentence  investigation  work  alone  is 
more  than  sufficient  to  keep  probation  officers  occupied  full  time 
if  these  investigations  are  to  be  thorough  and  accurate.   However, 
these  officers  also  are  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  several 
hundred  probationers;  in  addition  to  which  they  investigate  an 
estimated  300  requests  a  year  for  modification  of  jail  sentences, 
and  do  much  of  their  own  clerical  and  stenographic  work. 

The  supervision  phase  of  probation  work  is  really  the  heart  of 
probation.   It  requires  a  program  in  which  office  reporting  plays 
a  small  part.   Counselling  with  probationers  in  their  own  homes 
relates  the  problems  and  treatment  to  the  entire  family  unit  and 
environmental  situation.   Other  collateral  field  visits  are 
necessary  in  verifying  activities  of  the  probationer,  assisting 
him  in  job  placement,  and  in  drawing  upon  the  services  of  other 
social  agencies.   As  each  case  progresses,  facts  often  arise  which 
indicate  the  need  for  changing  the  supervision  program,  or  for 
requesting  assistance  of  other  agencies  or  specialists  to  . 
implement  his  work.   These  numerous  contacts  with  probationers  and 
others  intimately  connected  with  their  cases  require  recording  of 
findings  and  developments  for  future  reviewing  and  planning. 
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At  present  the  department  has  two  automobiles  for  use  of  the  Chief 
Probation  Officer  and  fifteen  assistants.   This  is  not  sufficient 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  department  therefore  field  visits  have  to 
be  curtailed  to  a  minimum. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  personnel  of  the  accounting 
division  in  over  thirty  years;  the  present  volume  of  monies 
handled  is  too  great  a  burden  on  the  present  staff. 

As  pointed  out  in  previous  annual  reports,  to  remedy  the 
deficiencies  existing  the  probation  setup  improves  the  total 
community  welfare  through  extended  probation  services,  thus 
effecting  a  huge  saving  of  public  funds. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  Judges  of 
the  Superior  and  Municipal  Courts,  who  have  voiced  their 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  the  department  as  one  of  the  most 
useful  tools  of  the  court  in  arriving  at  an  equitable  disposition 
in  each  individual  case.   We  also  wish  to  acknowledge  with  sincere 
appreciation  the  assistance  and  cooperation  extended  by  the  Mayor, 
Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Press,  District  Attorney,  the  Police 
Department,  and  other  private  and  public  agencies  who  helped  us  in 
the  administration  of  probation.

Revocations  during  the  past  year  show  an  increase 
in  all  Courts.    This  is  due  to  more  intensive 
case  work  performed  by  the  officers  handling  these 
casesj  also  during  the  past  year  the  staff  has 
been  incresed  in  the  Municipal  Court,  resulting  in 
better  follow-up  and  more  thorough  supervision  of 
probationers.

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MISCELLANEOUS  STATISTICS 


Miscellaneous  activities  of  the  Adult  Probation  Depart- 
ment are  a  time-consuming  factor  in  the  administration 
of  probation  in  this  community.   As  these  activities 
are  not  contained  in  other  pages  of  this  report,  they 
are  listed  below: 

During  the  year,  probationers  placed  on  probation  were 
responsible  for  the  support  of  approximately  700  adults 
and  600  children  per  month,  besides  earning  their  own 
support. 

An  average  of  nine  (9)  investigations  per  month  was 
made  for  jurisdictions  outside  this  county. 

Interviews  averaged  approximately  190  per  month  per 
probation  officer. 

The  number  actively  reporting  per  month  was  approximate- 
ly 1220  from  San  Francisco,  170  from  the  Bay  Area,  65 
from  out  of  State,  and  270  by  mail. 

Out-of-town  calls  averaged  about  14  per  month,  and  office 
call-ins  about  35  per  day  per  officer. 

Field  visits  averaged  about  18  per  monthj  this  phase  of 
the  work  had  to  be  curtailed  on  account  of  having  in- 
sufficient help  to  carry  on  the  normal  functions  of  the 
department. 

Overtime  worked  by  the  department  during  the  year  was 
250  man-hours  paid  at  overtime  rates.   Other  overtime 
amounting  to  200  man-hours  was  compensated  for  at  equal 
time  off.  Funds  for  overtime  were  insufficnt  for  the  year. 

Transportation  was  arranged  for  21  female  offenders 
to  return  to  their  parents  or  relatives  in  their  own 
home  towns.

Department  10a 

The  branch  office  of  the  Adult  Probation  Department  was  opened  in 
1943  to  serve  the  newly  established  Separate  Women's  Court.   The 
staff  consists  of  two  Probation  Officers,  one  senior,  one  assis- 
tant, and  two  stenographers.   The  functions  of  the  Probation 
Officers  in  this  division  vary  from  the  work  of  the  other  Proba- 
tion Officers  in  the  Department  in  that  they  do  a  pre-trial  inves- 
tigation of  all  persons  brought  before  Department  10a  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Court  on  charges  involving  promiscuous  sexual  behavior  and/ 
or  prostitution.   The  Court  in  this  instance  has  accepted  a  re- 
sponsibility to  the  community  and  to  the  defendant  and  has  placed 
a  large  part  of  this  responsibility  with  the  Probation  Officer  by 
providing  the  authority  to  make  this  particular  type  of  investiga- 
tion.  The  Court  derives  its  power  to  request  such  help  from  the 
Probation  Officer  under  Section  131.3  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Proce- 
dure. 

The  Probation  Officers  in  this  division  attempt  to  meet  the  respon- 
sibility passed  on  to  them  in  three  ways:  (1)  by  helping  the  de- 
fendant see  her  own  situation  clear lyj     (2)  by  helping  the  de- 
fendant accept  responsibility  for  her  own  behavior,  and  (3)  by 
working  out  a  plan  with  the  defendant  which  will  make  it  unneces- 
sary for  her  to  leave  jail  and  return  to  the  same  situation  which 
brought  about  her  original  arrest.   These  plans  are  worked  out 
prior  to  the  time  of  the  hearing  and  the  services  of  the  Proba- 
tion Officer  are  not  restricted  to  those  placed  on  probation,  or 
even  found  guilty.  Actually  there  is  little  difference  between 
the  services  available  to  a  defendant  who  has  been  placed  on  pro- 
bation and  one  against  whom  all  of  the  charges  have  been  dismiss- 
ed.  For  this  reason  it  is  possible  that  the  greatest  auount  of 
preventive  work  is  done  with  defendants  where  criminal  charges 
have  been  dismissed  but  where  the  social  problem  remains.    The 
intensive  personal  attention  given  to  the  defendants  results  in  a 
large  number  of  them  being  returned  to  their  homes  or  places  of 
legal  residence  and  those  who  are  found  to  be  mentally  ill  or 
mentally  handicapped  are  committed  to  state  institutions  establi- 
shed to  care  for  them. 
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A  comparative  study  of  the  statistics  kept  by  the  Adult 
Probation  Department  since  19^3  indicates  that  although  the 
number  of  defendants  has  decreased  somewhat  since  the  peak 
year  of  I9I-I-6  the  average  monthly  investigations  has  consistent- 
ly equalled  the  year  l$hM.   and  almost  equalled  the  year  19^4-5 » 
It  was  at  that  time  that  the  problem  was  considered  acute  in 
San  Francisco,  and  it  is  apparent  that  the  problem  has  con- 
tinued to  remain  a  serious  one.   Statistics  also  indicate  that 
the  largest  number  of  persons  appearing  before  the  court  arc 
under  25  years  of  age.   Statistically,  other  aspects  of  the 
program  could  be  shown.   However,  the  emphasis  here  is  the 
aid  to  the  defendant  in  the  solution  of  her  problems  so  that 
she  may  become  acceptable  to,  and  accepted  by  society,  and  this 
cannot  be  measured  in  terms  of  dollars  and  cents. 

With  the  current  emphasis  being  placed  on  the  tremendous 
number  of  young  persons  involved  m  narcotics,  it  is  obvious 
that  the  individual  attention  given  to  each  of  the  defendants 
is  important  in  controlling  the  narcotic  traffic.   During  the 
time  the  defendants  arc  in  custody,  they  are  under  fairly 
close  observation,  and  it  is  possible  to  detect  many  narcotic 
users  as  well  as  recruits  in  the  field  of  prostitution  who 
would  not  otherwise  be  detected  during  the  regular  court 
procedure  until  it  is  too  late  to  help  them.   Although  the 
emphasis  is  on  service,  the  work  of  the  probation  officer 
results  in  the  court  being  fully  informed  of  the  activities 
of  the  defendant  before  the  court  for  sentence,  and  it  is 
therefore  an  essential  tool  in  the  control  of  prostitution 
and  narcotic  traffic.

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TO  THE  HONORABLE  JUDGES  OF  THE 
SUPERIOR  AND  MUNICIPAL  COURTS: 


The  Annual  Report  of  the  Adult  Probation  Department  for  the  fiscal 
year  1952-53  is  submitted  herewith: 

Statistics  gathered  during  the  year  clearly  indicate  an  overall 
increase  in  the  work  of  the  department  approximating  12  per  cent. 
This  large  increase  is  reflected  mainly  in  the  number  of  persons 
placed  on  probation  for  supervision,  and  the  increased  case-load 
per  supervising  officer.  Funds  collected  by  the  department  have 
increased  approximately  30$$  the  largest  increase  in  the  collection 
of  funds  has  been  noted  in  monies  collected  for  the  support  of 
minor  children,  indigent  spouses  and  indigent  parents  -  the  increase 
in  this  division  alone  totalled  61%, 

During  the  year  2800  probationers  were  under  supervision,  and  almost 
as  many  new  probationers  were  received  during  the  year.   These 
probationers  supported  themselves  and  their  dependents  during  the 
year,  earning  approximately  $6, 503, 00©. 00. 

Comparing  statistics  for  the  past  five  years,  an  ever-mounting 
increase  in  the  work  of  the  department  is  shown,  and  a  larger 
number  of  persons  are  placed  for  supervision  of  the  department  as 
time  goes  by.   This  could  be  attributed  to  the  increasing  judicial 
and  public  confidence  in  probation  techniques.  However,  with  case- 
loads per  officer  of  200  to  supervise,  a  weakness  in  the  program 
for  supervision  must  be  recognized  and  remedied,  if  the  probation 
system  is  to  continue  its  growth  and  improve  its  techniques.   The 
monetary  savings  to  the  community  is  obviously  very  large  when 
the  costs  of  keeping  offenders  in  custody  are  compared  with  the 
cost  of  supervision  on  probation  -  on  probation  the  cost  to  the 
community  is  approximately  $16,50  per  year  —  the  cost  of  keeping 
an  offender  in  custody  is  $1200.00  per  year.  By  being  free  and  out 
•f  custody,  probationers  are  able  to  work  and  maintain  themselves 
and  their  dependents  instead  of  being  a  burden  on  the  community. 
Besides  the  economy  of  probation;  on  the  human  side  there  is  the 
possibility  of  working  with  the  probationer  as  a  free  individual 
who  lives  and  works  within  a  normal  environment.   This  must  be 
weighed  against  the  disadvantages  of  an  individual  incarcerated  with 
persons  whom  he  would  be  ordered  not  to  associate  with  if  placed  on 
probation, 
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The  total  amount  of  funds  collected  for  the  year  was  $336, 79*+ ♦  3*+ 
of  which  $77,000.00  was  turned  in  to  the  general  fund  of  the  City 
and  County.  Funds  collected  for  the  support  of  minor  children, 
indigent  spouses  and  indigent  parents  totalled  $193,2I4-1+.62  5 
collections  for  these  family  cases  have  increased  in  the  past  year 
approximately  60$.  Total  cases  in  this  family  division  at  present 
approximate  500  increasing  yearly  by  almost  50%,      The  case-load  of 
500  on  two  women  probation  officers  in  the  family  division  shows 
definitely  a  staff  shortage  in  this  division.  Their  tasks  usually 
involve  the  welfare  of  families  and  children  with  conflicting 
interests  and  the  cooperation  of  many  public  and  private  agencies; 
this  specialized  service  calls  for  much  conferring,  fact  finding, 
and  planning  if  court  orders  are  to  be  carried  out.  More  than  half 
of  the  cases  referred  to  this  division  are  complete  public  welfare 
charges  at  the  time  of  referral.  Due  to  the  large  collections  in 
this  division  some  offenders  were  made  to  assume  full  support  of 
their  families,  who  were  taken  off  welfare  rolls.   In  other  cases, 
monies  collected  provided  for  the  cost  of  child  care,  thus  removing 
the  need  for  public  aid.  In  other  cases,  contributions  were  such 
that  only  partial  supplementation  was  needed  from  the  Welfare 
Department.  The  fact  that  many  probationers'  families  would  be 
forced  to  seek  financial  assistance  elsewhere  if  the  wage  earner 
were  incarcerated  at  additional  public  expense,  proves  the  economy 
of  probation  in  terms  of  monetary  values.  To  relieve  the  burden  in 
this  division,  the  department  needs  two  additional  officers  to 
bring  it  up  to  a  reasonable  standard. 

An  analysis  of  the  work-load  performed  by  this  department  over  a 
period  of  five  years  shows  that  the  activities  of  the  department 
have  increased  so  rapidly  that  it  works  a  definite  hardship  on  the 
present  staff  to  cope  with  such  increases.  The  case-load  per 
supervision  officer  at  present  is  200,  which  is  more  than  double 
the  capacity  of  any  probation  officer  for  effective  supervision. 
In  addition  during  the  year  probation  officers  handled  a  total  of 
lf,86'+  investigations.  More  than  half  of  these  investigations  were 
pre-sentence  investigations.   The  volume  of  these  pre-sentence 
investigations  alone  is  more  than  sufficient  to  keep  probation 
officers  occupied  full  times  however,  in  addition  they  also 
investigate  an  estimated  *+00  requests  a  year  for  modification  of 
jail  sentences;  they  also  handle  150  special  investigations 
including  investigations  for  other  jurisdictions.   Probation 
officers  are  also  entrusted  with  the  collecting  of  funds  -  for 
fines,  which  accrue  to  the  benefit  of  the  city  and  county;  for  the 
support  of  minor  children  and  indigent  parents  and  restitution  to 
merchants  and  other  citizens.   It  can  be  easily  understood  that 
such  pressure  of  work  might  result  in  a  rather  superficial 
performance  of  their  duties^  however,  despite  the  pressure  of  work, 
the  present  staff  have  carried  out  their  assignments  in  a 
creditable  manner. 
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It  is  felt  that  the  increases  shown  over  the  past  five  years  are 
indicative  of  a  steady  increase  that  will  have  to  be  anticipated 
in  the  next  five  or  ten  years,  and  a  comprehensive  probation 
program  will  have  to  be  worked  out  in  order  to  successfully  cope 
with  these  increases.  The  very  large  increases  in  family  cases 
referred  to  the  department  and  their  consequent  increase  yearly 
will  have  to  be  taken  into  account  in  working  out  such  a  program, 
as  many  services  and  demands  in  these  cases  will  be  made  on 
probation  officers  in  this  division. 

Vie  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  addition  of  one  probation  officer  during  the 
year.   This  employment  was  to  take  care  of  an  emergency  which  had 
arisen  on  account  of  a  change  being  made  in  the  Sheriff's  office 
in  the  matter  of  handling  prisoners,  who  were  transferred  to  the 
County  Jail  in  San  Mateo  County  and  it  was  necessary  for  probation 
officers  in  the  Superior  Court  to  go  there  to  interview  them. 

The  addition  of  a  Clerk-Typist  in  the  Cashier's  Office  has  helped 
to  relieve  the  bookkeeper  of  extra  work  in  that  department. 

We  greatly  appreciate  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  Judges  of  the 
Superior  and  Municipal  Courts,  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervisors, 
the  Grand  Jury,  the  Adult  Probation  Board,  and  many  citizens  and 
civic  organizations  too  numerous  to  mention  in  this  report. 
Special  assistance  was  given  us  by  the  Press,  District  Attorney 
and  the  Police  Department.  V/e  are  gratefiil  to  all  who  assisted  us 
in  the  administration  of  probation.

SUPERIOR  COURT:       .  .  SPJ32?iLs.  .'. 

Seven  probation  officers  are  assigned  to  the  four  criminal 
departments  of  the  Superior  Court;  of  this  number,  four  in- 
vestigate and  prepare  reports  on  pending  motions  for  probation, 
and  in  addition  supervise  those  who  are  placed  on  probation. 
Two  officers  confine  virtually  all  of  their  activity  to  the 
collectings  of  fines  and  restitution,  and  the  seventh  member 
performs  both  Municipal  and  Superior  Court  assignments,  her 
work  being  exclusively  confined  to  female  offenders. 

Needless  to  say,  on  the  basis  of  statistics  which  reveal  that 
the  courts  refer  an  average  of  1,2  cases  per  day  for  investi- 
gation, the  work  program  of  those  assigned  to  the  Superior 
Court  must  be  confined  to  investigative  work,  to  the  neglect 
of  supervision.   Admittedly,  without  proper  supervision  the 
opportunity  to  effect  complete  rehabilitation  of  an  offender 
is  lessened  to  such  a  degree  that  in  many  instances  where 
investigation  shows  the  need  for  strict  supervision,  a 
negative  recommendation  is  submitted,  because  the  officer  is 
well  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  department  does  not  have  the 
personnel  necessary  to  fulfill  this  needed  function. 

Each  year  the  need  becomes  greater  as  pertains  to  additional 
employments.   During  recent  years,  legislation  has  been 
enacted  which  has  increased  the  number  of  referrals  in  the 
Superior  Court  by  more  than  $0%,    and  it  is  noted  that  in 
September  of  the  present  year,  first  offenders  in  some 
types  of  narcotic  cases  will  become  eligible  for  probation. 
As  a  result  the  work  load  will  be  increased,  all  to  the 
detriment  of  much  needed  supervision. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future,  definite  steps  will  be  taken 
to  augment  the  staff  of  this  department  with  sufficient  help 
to  bring  about  adequate  service  to  the  courts  and  the  community. 

MUNICIPAL  COURT : 

The  work  of  the  probation  officer  in  the  Municipal  Court  falls 
into  three  important  functions:  Appearing  in  court  as  an 
intermediary  between  the  court  and  defendant;  making  an  investi- 
gation of  circumstances  and  background  of  offender  who  is 
being  considered  for  probation,  and  supervising  defendants 
placed  on  probation,  Irv&irthoring  these  functions  probation 
officers  assisted  the  Municipal  Courts  at  the  Hall  of  Justice 
in  disposing  of  more  than  30°C  cases  during  the  past  year; 
of  which  llj.58  were  referred  for  pre-sentence  investigation, 
while  the  remainder  were  summarily  granted  probation  by  the 
court.  In  addition,  135  special  investigations  were  made  at 
the  request  of  the  court.   A  total  38OO  cases  received  super- 
vision during  the  year. 
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MUNICIPAL  COUHT ( C ont d . ) 

In  the  Municipal  Courts  there  is  a  particular  need  for  the 
services  of  the  probation  officer.  For  instance,  the  court 
might  wish  to  know  the  possibility  of  treatment  if  the 
defendant  is  emotionally  ill;  or  the  possibility  of  aid,  if 
defendant  is  destitute.  In  other  cases  the  defendant  may 
make  claims  about  his  personal  or  family  situation  which 
the  court  may  wish  to  consider  before  imposing  sentence. 
An  example  may  be  best  to  show  this  courtroom  function  of 
the  probation  officer:   Defendant,  after  being  found  guilty 
of  being  drunk,  stated  to  the  court  he  was  in  this  country 
on  a  visa  which  was  due  to  expire.   He  was  going  to  ship  out 
in  the  next  few  days  and  a  jail  sentence  would  create  unusual 
difficulties.   The  matter  was  referred  to  the  probation 
officer  presnnt  in  court.   In  a  few  minutes  the  probation 
officer  was  able  to  inform  the  court  that  defendant's  state- 
ment had  been  verified  by  telephone. 

The  court  must  have  readily  available  a  probation  officer 
who  can  advise  and  inform  the  court  on  matters  of  probation. 
Due  to  staff  shortages,  only  one  officer  is  assigned  to 
Departments  $ ,    11  and  12  each  morning.  While  this  officer 
is  appearing  in  one  court,  his  services  may  be  needed  in 
another  court. 

The  second  function  performed  is  that  of  conducting  a  pre- 
sentence investigation  which  culminates  in  a  written  report 
which  is  used  by  the  court  in  the  determination  of  an  equit- 
able sentence.   This  report  contains  defendant's  past  police 
record;  the  statement  of  defendant  and  complainant  as  to  the 
present  offense;  and  defendant's  social  history (including 
family  background,  education,  employment,  marital  status, 
military  experience,  financial  status,  character  and  reput- 
taticn).   The  report  concludes  with  the  probation  officer's 
evalation  of  this  material  and  a  recommendation  as  to  whether 
defendant  is  a  proper  subject  for  probation.   Information 
for  this  report  is  obtained  through  court  and  police  records 
and  interviews  with  defendant  and  other  interested  parties. 
Because  of  limitations  of  time  available,  the  probation 
officer  is  not  able  to  go  into  the  community  and  interview 
employers,  associates,  and  relatives  of  defendant.   Such 
investigation  would  add  immeasurably  to  the  probation 
department's  ability  to  make  recommendations  which  would 
offer  the  maximum  protection  to  society  and  also  afford  the 
defendant  every  opportunity  to  redeem  himself. 

The  third  function  is  that  of  supervision  of  defendants 
placed  on  probation.  Each  of  the  four  municipal  courts  at 
the  hall  of  Justice  has  a;  probation  officer  assigned  to 
supervising  male  probationers  originating  out?  of  the 
respective  courts.   In  addition,  one  officer  devotes  part 
of  her  time  to  supervising  female  probationers,  and  two 
officers  spend  full  time  supervising  those  cases  put  on 
probation  because  of  non- support  of  their  dependents.  The 
latter  work  is  explained  in  another  section  of  this  report. 
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As  each  court  has  slightly  different  functions,  supervisory 
problems  vary  with  each  officer.   Department  10  handles 
most  cases  in  which  a  woman  is  the  complainant.   As  a  result, 
the  officer  has  a  large  number  of  family  cases,  in  which  the 
wife  has  signed  a  complaint  because  of  her  husband's  e&cessive 
drinking  or  cruelty.  Many  of  these  cases  have  received  atten- 
tion from  various  social  agencies  in  the  community.  When  all 
else  fails,  the  case  is  brought  into  court  and  the  problem 
turned  over  to  the  probation  officer.   Although  the  probation 
officer  assigned  to  Department  10  has  many  other  types  of 
misdemeanants  under  his  supervision,  most  of  his  time  is 
spent  in  dealing  with  crises  which  continually  arise  in 
family  cases. 

Probationers  supervised  by  Municipal  Court  11  are  those 
involving  traffic  offenses.   In  most  of  these  cases,  the 
court  has  imposed  a  fine  and  it  is  the  probation  officer's 
responsibility  to  collect  these  fines  under  the  conditions 
imposed  by  the  court.   Many  persons  in  this  case  load  have 
been  convicted  of  drunken  driving,  and  require  special 
attention  if  society  is  to  be  protected  from  the  often  fatal 
consequences  of  driving  under  the  influence  of  alcohol. 

Probation  cases  arising  out  of  Municipal  Courts  9  and  12 
cover  the  whole  range  of  misdemeanors  -  from  petty  theft  to 
failure  to  pay  municipal  sales  taxes.   The  case  load  of  each 
officer  assigned  to  these  courts  averages  200.   Here  again, 
supervision  is  limited  in  most  cases  to  routine  office 
visits  by  the  probationer. 

About  65%   of  the  cases  originating  from  these  two  courts 
involve  collection  of  fines  and  restitution.   The  fines  go 
into  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
The  probation  department  collects  moneys  from  defendants 
for  people  whose  properties  have  been  damaged  or  lost,  and 
for  citizens  who  have  sustained  losses  or  injuries.   It 
also  obtains  restitution  for  the  State  Department  of 
Employment  in  actions  involving  fraudulent  claims  against 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  Funds . 

MUNICIPAL  COURT,  Dpt.10  -_  FAMILY  DIVISION: 

This  division  is  devoted  to  the  handling  of  non-support  cases, 
which  comprise: 

1.  probationers  whose  families  are  either  in  receipt  of 
Public  Welfare  assistance,  or 

2.  whose  families  are  in  need  of  support  but  who  cannot 
obtain  redress  in  Civil  Court  because  of  financial 
difficulties. 

3.  Cases  referred  under  Reciprocal  Support  Act,  whore  cither 
defendant  or  complainant  resides  out  of  state, 

[(.,  Cases  transferred  from  other  jurisdictions, 
5.  Civil  cases  referred  from  Superior  Court  for  collection 
which  equally  involve  time  and  attention. 
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When  such  cases  are  placed  on  probation,  it  usually  means 
that  such  action  was  taken  when  other  avenues  of  obtaining 
support  had  been  exhausted.   In  cases  where  Public  Welfare 
funds  were  involved,  the  Welfare  Department  was  either 
unable  to  locate  the  man  or  unable  to  enforce  payments  for 
his  family's  support  once  he  was  located.   The  District 
Attorney's  Office  then  attempts  to  get  the  individual  to 
make  payments  and  when  that  office  has  exhausted  its 
facilities,  action  is  finally  taken.   It  is  obvious  that 
supervision  is  an  important  phase  of  probation  in  these 
types  of  cases.   With  the  increase  in  caseloads,  particularly 
in  the  past  year,  supervision  is  most  difficult. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  reason  most  of  these  men  were 
finally  apprehended  and  placed  on  probation  was  because  of 
their  constant  resistance  to  the  acceptance  of  the  responsi- 
bility of  their  families.   Besides  the  defendant,  contact 
is  made  with  complainant,  and  social  agencies  in  the  city 
plus  various  business  men,  attorneys  and  interested  parties 
who  may  indicate  an  interest  in  the  probationer.   Collection 
of  support  payments  is  only  a  phase  of  the  function  of  this 
division.    It  must  bo  pointed  out  here  that  this  division 
does  not  coddle  its  probationers,  but  works  with  them  in 
acceptance  of  the  responsibilities  which  are  theirs  and 
not  the  taxpayers.   When  all  efforts  are  exhausted,  it  is 
only  then  that  their  probation  is  revoked  and  they  are 
placed  in  custody. 

This  division  not  only  handles  non-support  payments,  but 
also  prepares  pre-sentence  investigations  requested  by 
the  court.   The  present  volume  of  pre-sentence  Investi- 
gations plus  contacts  with  approximately  50  nGW  cases 
coming  in  each  month  alone  occupies  the  full  time  of  two 
women  officers.   In  addition  to  these  duties  these  officers 
are  also  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  over  5^0 
probationers.

Department  10a  of  the  Municipal  Court,  also  known  as  the 
Separate  Women's  Court  has  been  in  operation  for  ten  years 
since  its  establishment  in  19i|3«   Defendants  appearing  before 
this  court  are  those  whose  conduct  is  promiscuous  and  whose 
sexual  behavior  or  activities  of  prostitution  have  resulted  in 
their  arrest  and  consequent  quarantine  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  for  determination  of  possible  venereal  disease 
infection.   During  the  period  of  physical  quarantine,  the 
court  authorizes  the  probation  officer  to  make  a  pre-trial 
Investigation  of  the  defendants  including  personal  history, 
prior  criminal  record,  activities  leading  to  the  arrests,  and 
other  pertinent  information  which  will  make  it  possible  for 
the  probation  officer  to  assist  the  defendants  in  planning  for 
the  future,  and  to  make  reports  and  recommendations  to  the 
court  in  case  the  defendant  should  plead  guilty  or  be  found 
guilty. 

The  staff  of  the  branch  office  of  the  Probation  Department 
consists  of  a  Senior  Probation  Officer,  one  Assistant  Probation 
Officer,  and  one  Clerk-Stenographer.   The  probation  officer 
functions  as  one  part  of  a  cooperative  program  involving  the 
courts,  the  Police  Department,  the  District  Attorney,  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Health.   The  aim  of  the  program  is  the 
prevention  and  control  of  crime  and  disease  for  the  protection 
of  both  the  individuals  involved  as  well  as  for  the  community. 
The  outstanding  cooperation  between  the  different  departments, 
as  well  as  the  convenient  physical  setup,  provides  opportunity 
for  intensive  personal  attention  to  the  individual  defendant's 
problems,  and  at  the  same  time  disburses  a  tremendous  knowledge 
of  criminal  activities  of  prostitution  and  an  appreciation  of 
interdepartmental  problems.   This  latter  information  is  as 
vital  in  planning  porsonnally  for  the  defendant's  protection 
as  it  is  in  the  overall  plan  for  control  of  such  activities. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  probation  officer  in  this  program  to  work 
out  some  plan  with  each  defendant  appearing  before  the  court, 
which  will  make  it  unnecessary  for  that  defendant  to  leave  jail 
and  return  to  the  s  ame  situation  which  brought  about  the 
original  arrest.   This  is  sometimes  done  through  closo  super- 
vision and  encouragement  in  changing  environment  and  securing 
legitimate  employment.   Frequently,  it  is  dene  through  arrang- 
ing to  have  the  defendant  returned  to  her  home  or  place  of 
legal  residence  where  assistance  from  family  and  friends  can 
be  expected.   At  times  the  plan  is  carried  out  by  assisting  in 
the  commitment  of  those  found  to  be  mentally  ill  or  mentally 
handicapped.   Actually,  there  is  little  difference  between  the 
services  available  to  a  defendant  who  has  been  placed  on 
probation  and  one  whose  charges  have  been  dismissed.   It  must 
be  remembered,  howevor,  that  if  the  criminal  charges  have  been 
dismissed,  the  cooperation  of  the  defendant  is  voluntary. 
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It  Is  entirely  possible,  because  of  the  relationship  between 
the  defendant  and  the  probation  officer  and  the  intensive 
personal  attention  available,  that  the  greatest  amount  of 
preventive  work  is  done  with  the  defendants  whose  criminal 
charges  have  been  dismissed,  but  where  the  social  and  personal 
problem  remains. 

Statistics  show  that  the  two  probation  officers  attached  to 
this  division  make  investigations  sometimes  up  to  130  a 
month,  although  the  attached  statistics  will  show  the  number 
frequently  runs  less.   In  addition  to  this,  there  are  actually 
on  probation  and  under  supervision,  an  avorage  of  170  proba- 
tioners a  month.   These  figures  arc  rough  estimates  and  do 
not  include  the  special  investigations,  or  investigations  and 
requests  for  modification  of  jail  sentences. 

A  comparative  study  of  statistics  over  the  past  ten  years 
indicates  that  although  I9I+6  was  the  peak  year,  the  average 
monthly  investigations  have  varied  little  from  the  war  years 
of  19i+3  to  19l|-5J  the  high  age  percentage  group  continues  to 
be  from  18  to  25  years;  narcotic  involvements  have  increased, 
especially  in  the  l8  to  25  age  group;  and  the  number  of  now 
offenders  has  increased  in  proportion  to  the  total  number  of 
defendants  just  within  the  past  year.

TO  THE  HONORABLE  JUDGES  OF  THE 
SUPERIOR  AND  MUNICIPAL  COURTS : 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Adult  Probation  Department  for  the 
fiscal  year  1953/5^4-  is  submitted  herewith. 

Statistics  in  this  report  are  compared  to  activities  of  the 
department  over  the  past  five  years.   Figures  for  the  past  year 
indicate  a  rapid  rise  in  the  different  phases  of  probation  as 
carried  out  by  the  department.   The  largest  increase  is  shown  on 
Chart  I  -  an  increase  of  almost  100$  in  collections.   Incrcasod 
case-loads  are  shown  on  Chart  II,  The  average  case-load  was 
3200  or  23O  per  officer.   New  probationers  received  during  the 
year  totalled  3022.

In  previous  Annual  Reports  the  shortage  of  personnel  in  the  depart- 
ment has  been  comprehensively  studied  with  a  view  to  increasing 
the  efficiency  of  the  department  to  properly  perform  the  work, 
and  recommendations  have  been  made  for  an  increased  staff  by  all 
interested  parties.   Notwithstanding  this  serious  shortage  of 
staff,  the  department  is  attempting  to  carry  on  its  function  in 
this  community  in  a  creditable  manner. 

It  is  our  desire  at  this  time  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  their  consideration  of 
our  problems.   May  we  also  acknowledge  the  cooperation  of  tho 
Judges  of  the  Superior  and  Municipal  Courts,  the  Grand  Jury,  the 
Adult  Probation  Board,  and  many  citizens  and  civic  organizations. 
Special  assistance  was  rendered  by  the  Press,  District  Attorney 
and  the  Police  Department.   Wo  arc  grateful  to  all  who  helped  us 
in  carrying  out  the  administration  of  probation.

Miscellaneous  activities  of  the  Adult  Probation  D  partment 
are  a  time-consuming  factor  in  the  administration "of 
probation  in  this  community.   As  those  activities  are  not 
contained  in  other  pages  of  this  report,  they  arc  mentioned 
below: 

During  the  year,  probationers  placed  on  probation  were 
responsible  for  the  support  of  approximately  6ll  adults 
and  790  children  per  month,  while  being  employed  and  out 
of  custody. 

An  average  of  7  investigations  per  month  was  made  for 
jurisdictions  outside  this  county. 

Interviews  averaged  approximately  227  Pcr  month  per 
probation  officer. 

The  number  actively  reporting  per  month  was  approximately 
1250  from  San  Francisco,  172  from  the  Bay  Area,  $1   from 
out  of  state,  and  I4.25  by  mail. 

Out-of-town  calls  averaged  about  ton  per  month,  and  office 
call-ins  about  20  per  day  per  officer. 

Field  visits  averaged  about  17  per  month;  this  phase  cf 

the  work  had  to  be  curtailed  on  account  of  having  insifficicnt 

personnel  to  carry  on  the  normal  functions  of  the  department. 

Overtime  worked  by  the  department  during  the  year  was  300 
man-hours . 

Transportation  was  arranged  for  29  female  offenders  to 
return  to  their  parents  or  relatives  in  their  own  home  towns.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Adult  Probation  Department 
for  the  fiscal  year  195^4-/55  is  submitted  herewith; 

Copies  of  this  report  will  be  distributed  to  the 
members  of  the  Adult  Probation  Committee;  members  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors;  the  California  Youth  Authority, 
and  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  and  Municipal  Courts,  who 
have  referred  offenders  to  the  Probation  Department  for 
investigation  and  supervision  during  the  year. 

In  the  following  pages  of  this  report  will  be  found 
statistics  covering  every  activity  of  the  department, 
and  some  comparisons  are  shown  over  a  five-year  period 
on  Charts  I  and  II.   It  is  clearly  evident  from  these 
charts  that  very  substantial  increases  are  continuing 
in  collections  and  case-loads.   Collections  have 
reached  an  all  time  high  of  approximately  $lf.OO, 000,00 
and  are  still  mounting.   The  case-load  is  also  on  the 
increase;  it  is  now  around  3i|_00  with  a  case-load  per 
officer  of  2I4.O  probationers. 

Funds  collected  by  the  department  show  $259*261.99 
for  the  support  of  families  and  minor  children; 
v57>895«8l  f°r  restitution  to  merchants,  hotels  and 
other  commercial  restitution,  and  $81,74-5*99  collected 
on  fines  and  restitution  for  the  benefit  of  the  City 
and  County. 

New  probationers  received  this  year  totalled  3081)..  A 
total  of  !|.,26l  investigations  were  processed  by  the 
department.   Probationers  while  under  the  supervision 
of  the  department  and  being  employed  gainfully  earned 
approximately  $8,000,000.00.

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MISCELLANEOUS  STATISTICS 

Miscellaneous  activities  of  the  Adult  Probation  Department 
not  mentioned  in  other  pages  of  this  report  are  as  follows; 

During  the  year,  probationers  placed  on  probation  were 
responsible  for  the  support  of  approximately  1120  adults 
and  870  children  per  month,  while  being  gainfully  employed 
and  out  of  custody.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  department, 
contributions  from  the  Welfare  Department  for  the  support 
of  probationers'  families,  were  materially  reduced  by  strict 
supervision  of  offenders  on  probation  for  "failure  to  provide. 

An  average  of  9  investigations  per  month  was  made  for 
jurisdictions  outside  this  county. 

Interviews  averaged  approximately  180  per  month  per  probation 
officer. 

The  number  actively  reporting  per  month  was  approximately 
1120  from  San  Francisco,  175  from  the  Bay  Area,  87  from  out 
of  state,  and  *+60  by  mail. 

Out-of-town  calls  averaged  about  16  per  month,  and  office 
call-ins  about  22  per  day  per  officer. 

Field  visits  averaged  about  18  per  month. 

Overtime  worked  by  the  department  during  the  year  was 
300  paid  man-hours.   A  skeleton  crew  worked  on  Saturdays 
at  straight-time  pay. 

Transportation  was  arranged  for  31  female  offenders  to  return 
to  their  parents  or  relatives  in  their  own  home  towns. 

Statistics  are  now  being  compiled  on  Superior  Court  cases 
for  the  State  of  California. 

Miscellaneous  reports  made  to  the  courts  involved  numerous 
modifications,  revocations, restorations  to  probation,  and 
extensions  of  probation. 

Budget  appropriations  were  insufficient  for  the  needs  of 
the  department,  and  it  was  necessary  to  ask  for  a  supple- 
mental appropriation  to  provide  funds  for  materials  and 
supplies,  contractual  services  and  overtime.
